DECLINING DAIRYING INDUSTRY 

fr any evidence were wanting to show the 
effect which Australasian butter imports are 
having on the industry in Canada it ts found In 
the fact that since 1924 butter fat production in 
the four Western Provinces—Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan, Manitoba and British Columbla—has de- 
clined by 40 per cent, When the duty was three 
cents a pound the butter industry in the West 
was able to compete with the Australasian prod- 
uct, The reduction to ope cent has made a vital 
difference in Canadian production, and especial- 
ly in the West. The industry wants the old duty 
restored on the Australasian product. 

The consumption of butter in Canada has 
been estimated to be at the rate of thirty pounds 
per capita per year. For the twelve months ending 
February last Canada imported 25,000,000 pounds 
of butter. On the basis of per capita consumption 
this was enough to last every man, woman and 
child tn the country over a period of thirty- 
three days.
